\, TT Here be two ſorts of Nurſes, which I have 
5 found: The one is of ſuch womep as areof 
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\ The Compleat Midwife 


an ill humor, or juice; which humors ſettle all 
in the milk, for that is the place where theſe 
fluxes diſcharge themſelves. Theſe women are 
in a better condition being Nurſes, than when 
they are not, Nurſes ;' and being not Nurſesare 
ſabje& to pains, ſomecimes in the arms, & ſome- 
times in the ſhoulders, ſometimes in one of their 
legs,or thighs;or elſe they are ſubje& to the wa- 
rring of the eyes, or ſwelling inthe corner of the 
eye or noſe, Theſe are good Nurſes, as long. as 
children are fat; but the far is ſoft, 8& the Infants 
dull and ſottiſh,giving no great figns of vivacity: 
coming to bear teeth, they are very ſickly, anc 
do ordinarily die, by reaſon of the flux, that py- 
ſherh out too great company of teeth at once. The 
children that efcape this,” are more ill juic'd in 
their infancy, than are their Fathers & Mothers 
in their ald age. ,If the flux that afflifts them be 
ſalt, the milk 1s of a blackiſh and blewiſh colour, 


' Hit be of Choler, itis more dangerous than the 


other, for that is more dangerous and venomous 
to the Children, There is another ſort of Nur- 
ſes more dangerousthan theſe ] haye now ſpoken 
of; who preſently after they have Lain in ( that 
is, three,or four,or five,or ix months)are taken 
with cheir Purgations, a thing which never hap- 
pensto good Nurſes: for this is the courſe of Na» 
'rure, that all the blood which is retained, is de - 
aicaced to the nouriſhment of the Infant.

You muſt take order alſo 
that ſome good broth be made for her to take, in 
the time of her Fravail,if ic ſhould chance to be 
long;and alſo two hours afcer her being brought 
to bed. Above all things I charge thee, that what 
ever buſineſſe thon may eſt have chere,that thou 
 gonot abour them too haſtily. For chere is no- 


thing ſo nauſeous to be ſeen,as the improvident 


actions of over-buſte Women. Never be diſmay- 
ed if every thing go not well; for,fear diſorders 
the ſenſes; and a perſon that keeps her wits to- 
- gether , without ſuffering them to be ſcattered 
by fear,is capable of giving aſſiſtance in weighty 
affairs,and eſpecially where things are done with 
leiſure; for in ſuch caſes Nacure helps marvel- 
louſly,when we are moſt at a ſtand. There is a 
great neceflity of Prudence,eſpecially in the age 
wherein we live. There is now no need of Colo 
quintida to render any thing,good in ic ſelf,bit- 
_ trerand diſagreeableto the tafte. There are few 
Women now adayes that do give that reſpe&,or 
have that kindnefſe for them,as in former ages; 
for then,when their Midwife died, they ſhewed 
a great deal of ſorrow, and prayed God that

ones; who many times do make ele&ion of /Men 
to bring them co bed. Ibluſh co ſpeak of them, 
for I take it to be a great piece of impudence to 
have any recourſe to them, unleſle it be in a caſe 
of very great danger. I do approve ir,] have ap- 

roved it, and know that it ought to be done, 
[> that it be concealed from the Woman all her 
life long; nor that ſhe ſee the Surgeon any more: 


for it 1s very inconvenient.to Husbands, that 


(unlefſe in caſes of very great danger) ſuch 
things concerning their own Wives ſhould be 
communicated to any other men but chemſelves. 

To this purpoſe ſhall I cell chee, Daughcer,that, 
Being called tothe Labour of a friend , where 
were none bur, 2 or 3 of her acquaintants, they 
asked me what I thought of the Labour:towhich 
I anſwered, that the Child did not come well, 
but that I would do the work with the afliftance 
of God, without danger to the Child, or to the 
Mother.

humour, which being gathered cogecher in the 


ſpleen,is chaſed away from thence after it grows 
too hot; which when nature.cannor void, it moſt 
commonly in women empries it ſelf upon the 
breaſts,by reaſon of their caverrous and ſpongy 
nature: the matter of it is a hot melancholy 
blood,aud it is known by the crooked windings, 
and recorced veins that.are abour ic, ſtretching. 
out long roots a good way fromir, being ſome- 
times blackiſh, and ſometimes inclined to black 
and blue. 1c is ſoft to ſee to, but ir is very hard 
eo 
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ro the touch, extending the-pain as far as the 
ſhoulders Ic will ſometimes remain for ewo years' 
together, no bigger then aBean; afterwardsic 
grows to be as big as a Nur, then co-the bigneſs 
of an Fgg; and after that increaſing dayly to a 
largre fize.
